This also responds to your follow-up inquiry to each of those departments on April 10, 2019 
regarding rolling production.

Thank you for following up. We are continuing our search and review of potentially responsive 
documents. All three of the departments subject to your requests previously invoked an 
extension of time to complete our response for up to 14 days under Government Code § 6253(c) 
and San Francisco Admin.
